Planners Deny 
River Road 
Subdivision

Tuesday night, the Andover Planning 
Board voted its disapproval of definitive 
plans for the controversial ‘‘Cobblestone 
Lane”’ subdivision, proposed for a loca- 
tion off River Road. As a reason for its 
action on the plans—which had appeared 
before the board four times previously in 
separate preliminary or definitive sub- 
missions—the planners cited a proposed 
street layout that did not provide for a 
‘livable subdivision.” 

In its previous submissions, the plans 
had been turned down—or withdrawn— 
because the board and staff had per- 
ceived problems with the subdivision’s 
drainage patterns, grading, water tables 
or land use intensity. The developers, 
Coolidge Construction Company of North 
Andover, had changed lot configurations 
and, at one point, reduced the number of 
lots on the 15-acre parcel from eight to 
its present seven. 

At its last public hearing in May, the 
board had criticized the latest definitive 
plans as “‘just meeting minimal stan- 
dards.’’ Members had singled out a lot in 
which the front, buildable section was 
separated from the back by wetlands, 
which could be accessible in wet seasons 
by a footbridge—which could not be built 
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without permission from the Conserva- 
tion Commission. Also on the board’s list 
of complaints were a shared driveway 
between two lots, instances in which 
slope easements for septic systems 
would have to be borne by neighboring 
lots, and the compression of one lot into a 
long, narrow configuration by the place- 
ment of the road. 

Tuesday night’s vote followed a 
lengthy discussion, in which members 
debated their alternatives as a volunteer 
board faced with plans that they didn’t 
like, but which fulfilled the letter of the 
town’s subdivision bylaws. ‘‘Just about 
all the rules and regulations you want 
are met here,”’ said Chairman Michael 
Houghton. The problem is, he said, that 
the plans had been designed to satisfy 
those rules and regulations—not to ad- 
dress the effect of the development upon 
the limits of the land itself. 

‘Why would we as a planning board 
stamp approval on this if we don’t like 
it?’’ he asked. 

Board member Paul Curley reminded 
other members that ‘‘the developers are 
fully aware of the staff’s concerns on this 
plan.”’ The staff has made it clear, he 
said, that it would prefer a reduction in 
the lot number to six. 

At this, Attorney Russell Bodnar, rep- 
resenting Coolidge Construction, re- 
minded Curley that the developers had 
already dropped a lot from the previous 
plans. At the board suggestion that two 
of the proposed lots ‘‘do not meet the test 
of livability’, Bodnar said, ‘‘It is livable; 
it is usable. As long as there is sufficient 
living space, the only test it might not 
meet would be the marketability of it.’’ 
That, concluded Bodnar, would be the 
developer’s problem. 

Attorney John McGarry, also rep- 
resenting Coolidge Construction, re-

The good news is that after only 9 
months in business, Mission Traders 
imports craft and gift items from 36 
different countries. The product selec- 
tion is colorful and diverse but so are 
the conditions under which certain 
products are made. For basket weav- 
ers in Zululand, South Africa, that is 
the bad news. 

“The conflict in South Africa has 
been more than political headlines to 
the women of Zululand” remarks Bart 
Schick owner of Mission Traders. 
“While we read about the rioting. 
they live with the daily realities of 
violence, of husbands, loss of 
jobs. That is tragic enough.” 

The loss of steady employment, how- 
ever, means more than reduced in- 
come and hungry children. The 
inability to work has threatened part 
of the basket weaving community. On 
one level, no work means no product. 
No product means no income. On a 
totally different level, no product may 
mean that the ability to weave is for- 
gotton completely.

Solution 
In a response to this condition. the 
Lutheran South Africa 
helped form a cooperative that pro- 


church = in 


vides materials and encouragement to 
the women to weave their baskets and 
then marketing assistance to sell them 
once they are finished. It is from this 
cooperative that Mission Traders has 
purchased extraordinary examples of 
African baskets, uniquely woven, bal- 
anced in shape and design. and suita- 
ble for the collector as well as those 
who appreciate an unusual gift. 

“We forget in the age of all our en- 
cyclopedias, computer memory banks. 
and how-to pamphlets that many peo- 
ple in our world are totally illiterate. 
For example, the women of Zululand 


weave baskets because they were 
taught by their mothers who were 
taught by their mothers before.” The 
art is handed down verbally from gen- 
eration to generation; nothing is writ- 
ten. If there is an interruption in that 
process, then the art dies off and there 
are no baskets. 


No Major Problem? 


Schick goes on to ask: “*So what if 
there are no baskets from South Afri-

ca? There are millions trom the rest of 
the world so what is the problem?” 
His answer to his own question: ‘The 
problem is more than the loss of the 
art or the loss of the tradition. The 
heart of the concern is the loss of the 
ability to earn an income and to have 
the self respect that comes from using 


one’s inbred skills. With the skills 


there is hope. Without them the cycle 
of poverty continues. That is the fun- 
damental problem.”

DEAF CHILDREN WEAVE BASKETS _ 


Unless heavy rains wash out the dirt foot path, every 
Wednesday Lucien walks four hours to work. He is barefoot 
and has only a straw bag over his shoulder. Lucien stays for 
three days but carries one shirt. That is all he has. He is deaf 
and teaches deaf children how to weave baskets. 

The young students are in their teens and study at the 
Haitian School for Deaf Children at kilometer 14 on the road 
to the north out of Port-au-Prince. They sit in a circle around 
Lucien. There is no conversation as all instructions are in sign 
language. Actually most of the students learn by watching. All 
a visitor hears are the rustling of the breeze through the 
classroom, the shuffling of the reeds being tied into place on 
the basket and the clipping of the finishing shears. 

But in the silence great things are happening. The boys are 
becoming self sufficient. Not only do they learn a skill with 
which to earn a living, they develop self respect. They 
**speak”’ with their hands, copying their teacher's designs for 
picnic baskets. Their reward? A nod and approving hand- 
shake from their teacher and a smile of acceptance from the 
customer buying for Mission Traders.

ABC Achievers Head For 


College After 


By Susan K. O’Neill 


They are high achievers, outstanding 
in the classroom and in sports. Three 
big-city women, mature beyond their 16 
or 17 years, they have all secured berths 
for the coming fall in reputable colleges. 

As new graduates of Andover High 
School—and of the national A Better 
Chance (A.B.C.) program, which chan- 
nels talented inner-city minority stu- 
dents into college-oriented suburban 
schools—Jeannette Molina, Phyllis Sher- 
iff and Kelly Abercrombie have much in 
common. To those who know them, how- 
ever, or to those who take a closer look 
behind the similarities, it is obvious that 
each of these young individuals is very 
much her own woman. 

‘I can’t quit at anything I do...Quit- 
ting, even if I don’t like it, bothers me.”’ 

Jeannette Molina wanted to get away 
from home. She needed air; her home in 
Queens, N.Y., was filled with people and 
shawdowed by the memories of a family 
tragedy. ‘I wanted so much to get out,”’ 
she remembers. ‘‘I had a terrible atti- 
tude; my personality was going down- 
hill.”’ 

School was easy for her, she says—so 
much so, in fact, that she was able to 
come to Andover High School from her 
eighth grade. 

Andover was not Jeannette’s first 
choice within the A.B.C. program. Ini- 
tially, she tried for a scholarship to Phil- 
lips Academy. ‘‘Nothing went right for 
me when I applied to Phillips,” she says. 
At the interview, especially, she felt that 
she did badly. Her application was 
turned down. 

When she received notification that she 
had been accepted by Andover High 
School, she says, ‘I said ‘no’—I’d gone 
through such a depression about the 
Phillips rejection...”’ 

Jeannette’s sister took her aside and 
gave her a ‘‘pep talk,’’ and she reconsid- 
ered. She called the national A.B.C. of- 
fice in Boston and accepted the 
placement. ‘‘It seemed like a dream,” 
she says. ‘‘There was no official notice or 
anything.”’ 

That fall, Jeannette arrived in And- 
over—a ‘‘fairy tale land; the grass was 
so pretty, the trees so green’’—and 
moved into the A.B.C. house at 134 Main 
Street. 

Philosophically and academically, her 
adjustment was not difficult, she main- 
tains. She considered the discipline in 
her new house reasonable; and, being an 
organized person, she was comfortable 
with the set study hours because she had 
lived with her own study routine at home 
for years. 

Socially, that first year, Jeannette 
found herself a ‘‘new kid in town.’’ She 
says that she developed no close ties, and 
had no relationships beyond those she 
formed among the other nine students in 
the house.

point average with no grade below a 
“C.”’ Every term, her grades improved: 
“T set a goal for myself,’’ she recalls. ‘‘ 
‘Next term, I’m going to get a 3.5, etc.’ ”’ 

She met her goal; ironically, her 
grades changed her social life. Since, af- 
ter two “‘honors”’ terms, students in the 
A.B.C. house may be excused from the 
scheduled study hours, Jeannette found 
herself with time on her hands and a 
house full of studying peers. 

So, in her Junior year, Jeannette 
stepped out into a wider circle of friends. 
She even began dating a fellow Andover 
High School student from ‘‘outside”’. 

Jeannette is now on her way to Con- 
necticut College. She graduated with 
honors last Wednesday from the school 
to which she brought more than her pres- 
ence. She has been a National Honor So- 
ciety member, chairwoman of the 
Regional Student Advisory Council, and 
captain of the varsity volleyball team; 
she has also participated in such other 
activities as Students Against Driving 
Drunk, the pep club, winter and spring 
track. And—in her ‘‘spare time’’—she 
has worked part-time downtown at The 
Purple Door. 

“My philosphy. Hm. ‘When the going 
gets tough—’ Nah. ‘You can, if you think 


yearbook. ‘There’s nothing so bad as a 
good excuse—and the better the excuse, 
the worse it is.’ I’m the biggest procras- 
tinator on the face of this universe. And 
I’ve alllllways got a good excuse.” 

Phyllis Sheriff laughs now, when she 
admits that she spent her first year in 
Andover ‘‘always wondering whether I 
was going to stay or going to leave.” 

Phyllis laughs a lot; the deep dimples 
in her cheeks get a steady workout as she 
talks. About how, in the Bronx, N.Y., “I 
didn’t have to work as hard in school— 
for me, getting ‘A’s’ was easy.” About 
how coming to Andover made for a tough 
adjustment. ‘‘My first time here,’ she 
says, shaking her head, “I didn’t do so 
well.”’ 

Phyllis learned about A.B.C. indirect- 
ly. Her father owns a butcher shop in 
Manhattan; one day, when her mother 
was in the store, she met a Barnard Col- 
lege student who had gone through the 
program. 

Barbara Sheriff pressed her daughter 
to apply to A.B.C., and Phyllis did. 

As a result, three years ago, she found 
herself in Andover. 

‘My first statement when I got to the 
high school was that I’d never been sur- 
rounded by so many white people be- 
fore,” recalls Phyllis. The 


she didn’t feel that her race put her at a 
disadvantage. 

Academically, however, the road was 
somewhat rockier. 

In her junior year, she fell into house 
academic probation—which means car- 
rying an average below 2.8 (2.6 for so- 
phomores) or earning a grade below ‘‘C- 
’’. “Tt didn’t look like I would make it the 
second term; I was really losing interest 
in it,’’ she says. 

With the help and encouragement of 
her host parents—community members 
who provide a surrogate home for A.B.C. 
students to whom they are assigned— 
Phyllis buckled down to her books. ‘‘! 
made it by the skin of my teeth,” she 
now laughs. 

She also joined the volleyball team. In 
her junior year, she managed the 
softball team; as a senior, she took up 
winter track. Two years ago, after help- 
ing to stage some fancy ropework at a 
town-wide American Heart Association 
‘“‘Jump Rope For Heart’’ event, she and 
five of her fellow A.B.C. members 
formed the house’s ‘‘double dutch” 
team. Calling themselves ‘‘The Double 
Dimensions”, they have staged demon-

Watercolors and drawings of 19th-century 
New England textile mills by Marian Cannon 
Schlesinger will be exhibited in ‘‘Schlesinger- 
/Millwork: The Mill as Art,”’ opening Sunday, 
June 29, at the Museum of American Textile 
History, 800 Massachusetts Avenue, North And- 
over. 

The 81 works feature mill buildings and set- 
tings along the Merrimack River, Connecticut 
River and several smaller rivers and streams. 
Mills in 21 New Hampshire cities and towns, and 
six Massachusetts locations are represented in 
the exhibit, which spans 15 years in the artist’s 
career. 

‘Textile mills and the textile industry were 
the backbone of the economic life of New En- 
gland throughout the 19th century,’’ says Schle- 
singer. ‘‘The mills’ history had far-reaching 
effects on architecture, city planning, social 
mores and community organization. 

‘Some 15 years ago I set myself a project: to 
search out and record examples of this partic- 
ularly significant phase of our architectural her- 
itage.”’ 

Schlesinger is a landscape and portrait paint- 
er, author and illustrator of several children’s 
books, contributor to newspapers and mag- 
azines and author and illustrator of a memoir, 
‘Snatched From Oblivion.” 

Raised in Cambridge, the daughter of an early 
feminist and an eminient professor of physiolo- 
gy, she traveled each year with her family to 
their summer home in Franklin, N.H. 


‘Our route north ran through the mill cities of 
Lawrence and Lowell and along the Merrimack 
beside the great Amoskeag Mills in Manches- 
ter,’’ she says. “I have seen these enormous 
buildings when they were bustling, productive 
establishments.”’ 

She spent a year studying art in China after 
her graduation from Radcliffe College in 1934. 
Traveling widely throughout her life, she always 
carried her paintbox and watercolor block, pur- 
suing her interest in architectural drawing. 

A retrospective of her travel drawings was 
held at the Boston Public Library in 1971. Her 
paintings have been exhibited in Cambridge, 
Washington, D.C., and Paris, while her por- 
traits, primarily of children, are privately 
owned throughout the world. 

“It was not until a decade and a half ago that I 
began to look at these mills with a new eye,” 
says Schlesinger. 

Auditing a course at Harvard on the American 
landscape, she attended several lectures on the 
evolution of the 19th-century New England tex- 
tile mill that emphasized the mills’ profound sig- 
nificance as milestones in the development of 
the Industrial Revolution in this country. 

“T began to look at these mills that I had 
known all my life with new appreciation,’’ says 
Schlesinger. ‘‘I had been interested in architec- 
tural drawing for many years and it occurred to 
me that it might be a worthwhile project to doa 
series of watercolors and wash drawings of 
some of these fine buildings.”

Calling the project *‘a labor of love,” she cap- 
tured these mills in her art, often before they 
were irretrievably destroyed by the wrecker’s 
ball. 

Some of Schlesinger’s drawings and waterco- 
lors of 19th-century New England textile mills 
were exhibited in 1973 at the Octagon House of 
the American Institute of Architects in Washing- 
ton, D.C., at the Museum of Science in Boston in 
1976 and in several small shows in New Hamp- 
shire.

Kelly Abercrombie, whose real first 
name is Jacqueline, carries herself 
straight and tall. She moves and looks 
like an athlete, which she is. She was a 
captain of the winter and spring track 
teams; she played varsity soccer. 

Kelly came to Andover from a high- 
crime neighborhood in Newark, N.J., 
where she lived with her mother, her sis- 
ter and a younger brother. ‘‘My mother 
nagged me about applying to A.B.C.,” 
she says. ‘‘She was always trying to find 
someplace else for me to go but 
there(Newark).” 

She went to a small school, with a total 
of approximately 600 students, where, 
she says, ‘It was kind of a joke after 
awhile—I was getting ‘A’s’ without doing 
any homework whatsoever.” 

From her life of no homework, Kelly 
went to live at the A.B.C. house—with its 
study hours and disciplined time sched- 
ules. She was ‘‘a little mad’’ when she 
first met with the restrictions, she ad- 
mits. 

As far as the school itself, says Kelly, 
‘The teaching methods were really dif- 
ferent—academics were really stressed 
more up here... never really got bad 
grades, but...’’ Kelly made house honors 
seven out of 12 semesters—but she also 
made house academic probation twice 
for carrying a ‘‘D”’.

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Evaluation Needed 


Last week the Andover school committee 
agreed that evaluation of the current gifted and 
talented program is needed. 

A special committee of educators and adminis- 
trators had looked at the program and has made 
some recommendations as to a future course. 

The evaluation process is warranted in view of 
the current program serving only 104 children out 
of 1,022 in the system and costing $17,926. 

It appears to be another case of the public 
school system being called upon to be all things to 
all people. 

Such programs tend to become troublesome at 
times, since proud parents feel their children 
should be enrolled in them, when, in fact, they 
are not qualified. 

Too, such programs tend to favor a few at the 
sacrifice of the overall system. 

While the gifted and talented program as it now 
exists will be phased out and replaced with an 
interim plan, the evaluation committee, under 
the direction of Assistant Supt. Lois Haslam, 
seems to be headed in the right direction.

An outdoor graduation. Very New England. As 
I sit here, listening to Bill Dalton’s homily, I feel 
as if somebody really should close the door. 
Voices behind me. 

“Smith, mind you. I didn’t think she was that 
smart...” 

Where I grew up, we didn’t hold graduations 
outside. Couldn’t. Spring weather wasn’t taken 
lightly in Indiana. 

They held tornado drills in my grade school. 
File us down to the basement. Stand under a 
doorway if possible, kids. 

‘And then Catherine’s the year after that, and 
Brenda’s the year after that...”’ 

There are 385 kids down there. Our class had 
330. All huddled in the musty-smelling auditori- 
um, called up one by one for our diplomas. A 
very serious business. In the midwest, education 
was everything. 

Now it’s a depressed area. Houses sell cheap- 
ly; people with B.A.s drive buses or leave town. 
Crazy. 

“What a nice day. Remember the day WE 
graduated? Gawd! !”’ 

My old high school is now ‘‘consolidated.”’ I 
can’t recognize it. 

But at least I have a high school. They made 
Paul’s into apartments for senior citizens or 
something. 

“Look at that, wouldja. She looks like she got 
it done in a bad barber shop. Paid a fortune for 
it, too, I bet.’ 

They all look so self-assured down there. We 
weren’t. I didn’t even like myself back then. [ 
didn’t like myself until I hit thirty or so. I won-". 
der if they’re bluffing? 

“IT mean, Smith! I should’ve seen it coming 
when they got the Mercedes.”’ 

Bill Dalton must’ve majored in “folksy.” 
There he is, giving those kids the benefit of his 
experience. Will they listen? Should they listen? 

Suppose I sell my novels and get famous some 
day, and my old high school asks me to speak. 
There I’d be, in that big consolidated auditori- 
um, with a thousand strange faces staring up at 
me—there’d probably be a tornado going out- 
side—what would I say? 

“I’m so nervous, I’ll probably take it with the 
lens cap on.” 

Give them the benefit of my experience? Get 
out of Indiana while you can, kids?

The Merrimack Valley United Fund does not just allo- 
cate funds once a year, but is a year-round community 
problem solver. This has been evidenced by some happen- 
ings at the fund over the past couple of months. 

The fund recently paid for $7,130 worth of medicale 
quipment for a Valley resident employed at an area com- 
pany. Without this equipment, the individual would not 
have been able to keep a job. Through the help of the fund, 
this person will continue to be a productive member of 
society instead of a burden to it. 

Three new agencies have joined the fund: Alternative 
House, Lowell; Rape Crisis Services of Greater Lowell; 
and Woman’s Crisis Center, Newburyport. A special one- 
time grant of up to $50,000 was given to the Professional 
Center for Handicapped Children, Inc., Andover. The 
grant will assist the agency in moving to a larger facility 
where they will be able to expand their programs. One 
hundred and thirty-two children, from birth to seven 
years of age, receive services from this agency. 

At a recent meeting of the United Fund board of direc- 
tors the following items were discussed: 

Representatives from the fund recently met with the 
American Heart Association to discuss the possibility of 
the Massachusetts Heart Association joining the fund. The 
committee recommended that a grant of $105,000 dollars 
be allocated to the Associations Mass. Chapter, effective 
July 1, 1987. The funds would be distributed on a monthly 
basis and the commitment is for one-year. Further com- 
mitment would be renegotiated in the spring of 1987. It is 
anticipated that the Heart Association will not accept the 
fund’s offer. 

Elkin McCallum, building committe chairman. an- 
nounced that Joan Fabrics, Lowell, has donated the time 
of an engineer, Jamie Coombs, to serve as a clerk of the 
works one and a half days per week and oversee building 
repairs. 

Twenty-one agencies submitted special funding projects 
totaling $290,000 on or before the May 16 deadline. A letter 
was sent to non-member agencies informing them of the 
opportunity to submit a special funding project. These 
projects are due June 13. 

The following budget committee recommendations 
were made and approved: 

It has been proposed that the Greater Lawrence Asso- 
ciation for Retarded Citizens become affiliated with the 
Lawrence Rehabilitation Services Center. The agency will 
maintain autonomy, operate as an entity and provide so- 
cial and recreational activities for the retarded being 
serviced by the agency. Representatives from the agency 
have agreed to the proposal.

The Voice of Help provides an elderly person living 
alone with 24-hour coverage through the telephone. It 
doesn’t require dialing and it works if the phone is off the 
hook. 

“It’s really a safety issue for elderly people living 
alone,”’ explains Stephen Burke, director of social serv- 
ices at LGH. ‘This service assures them of contact with 
someone in case of an emergancy.” 

The Voice of Help operates through a light-weight, half- 
dollar-size emergency activator button that can be worn 
around the neck or on the wrist. A person can just touch 
the button when help is needed. 

An emergency signal is instantly transmited to the 
Voice of Help’s central switchboard. Operators trained in 
emergency procedures respond to the signal in seconds. 
The person’s name and individual emergency information 
flash on a computer screen in front of the operator. 

While the system works through the telephone, the acti- 
vator button has a three-room range so a person does not 
have to be in the same room as the telephone to speak to 
the Voice of Help operator. Even if the person is unable to 
speak, appropriate emergency aid will be dispatched im- 
mediately.

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Medicare Hospice Program 
Sparks Increase In Patient Load 


Visiting Nurse Association HomeCare treated nearly 
190 patients in the first six months of certification by 
Medicare of its Hospice Program, Executive Director An- 
ita D. Freeman announced. VNA HomeCare’s program is 
the first and only such certification awarded for Hospice 
care of the terminally-ill in northeast Massachusetts.

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Calls To Be Charged 


Effective July 1, New England Telephone’s business 
customers in Massachusetts will be charged for calls to 
directory assistance when they make heavy use of the 
service. 

Residence customers are not affected by the charge, 
which goes into effect under tariffs filed with the state 
Department of Public Utilities. The filing complies with a 
DPU order issued last year. 

Currently, Massachusetts is one of only three states in 
the 48 continental states that do not have directory assis- 
tance charging plans. There are charges for directory as- 
sistance in other states served by New England 
Telephone. 

John J. Coleman, New England Telephone vice presi- 
dent-Massachusstts, said the plan will require heavy us- 
ers of directory assistance service to pay a greater share 

,. of the costs associated with providing the service. 

* He said directory assistance operators in Massachu- 
setts last year processed almost 270 million calls at a cost 
to the company, and, therefore, customers, of nearly $70 
million. 

‘‘All of our customers in Massachusetts share the cost of 
directory assistance service in their basic monthly rates, 
regardless of how little they use the service,’’ Coleman 
said. 


‘‘We believe it’s only fair that customers who make fre- 
quent use of directory assistance should pay more of the 
cost to provide the service.” 

Each business line will have a monthly allowance of 10 
calls to directory assistance. The charge for calls in ex- 
cess of the allowance will be 35 cents per call for direct- 
dialed calls and 50 cents for operator-handled calls to di- 
rectory assistance. 

The plan will require the company to reduce business 
customers’ basic charges to help offset any revenue in- 
crease resulting from directory assistance charging. 
About two thirds of the business customer lines in the 
state will see a monthly decrease of about $1.70. 

Coleman said, “‘On average, about 35 percent of busi- 
ness customers do not make calls to directory assistance 
and an additional 45 percent make fewer than 10 calls per 
month. 

‘Those who will be impacted by the plan, nowever, are 
the remaining 20 percent of business customers who make 
more than 10 calls per month, including those who make 
aS many as several thousand calls per month on a regular 
basis.” 

In addition to residence customers, coin telephone us- 
ers, handicapped business customers and state and local 
governmental agencies also will be exempt from directo-

A few transparent clouds streaked the 
blue sky over Andover High School’s Eu- 
gene V. Lovely field as the class of 1986 
filed into the rows of folding chairs. 
There were 385 of them, robust-looking 
young men and women, faces flushed 
pink—with excitement, perhaps, or with 
the warmth of the spring afternoon—be- 
neath their dark mortarboard hats. 

In the stands, friends and family mem- 
bers jockeyed for a good view. Arms 
waved; whistles pierced the air—some 
from people who appeared deceptively 
dignified for their two-fingers-to-the- 
mouth techniques. Small children 
squirmed, tugging at the ties and ruffles 
of their Sunday best outfits. 

As the microphones turned gusty 
breezes to thunder, punctuating the 
band’s processional, they sat—blue- 
gowned seniors, waiting for the magic of 
tradition to transform them into grad- 
uates. 

Last Wednesday’s Andover High 
School 127th Commencement Exercises, 
a smooth, nearly two-hour ritual that di- 
vided its time almost equally between 
program and the vital business of pass- 
ing out diplomas, was a true hometown 
celebration of passage. The featured 
speaker, attorney, selectman and news- 
paper columnist William Dalton, Sr., 
was both a graduate of Andover High 
School and the father of this year’s se- 
nior class president. In addition, two of 
the town’s school committee members 
had the honor of presenting diplomas to 
their own daughters. 


But primarily—and appropriately— 
this day, June 4, 1986, belonged to the 
class of 86. They took charge gracefully: 
from Kristen Duffy and Jo Burkholder, 
who directed the band and the choir, re- 
spectively; to class vice president Brian 
Norris, who led the salute to the flag; to 
Karin Mesler and Jun Paek, whose 
strong voices lent power to the hymn 
‘“‘America’’; to the many presentors and 
speakers from the graduating class. To- 
gether, they carried the ceremony with 
dignity, propriety and, in many cases, a 
wry wit. 

Class president William Dalton, Jr., 
welcomed the audience and participants. 

Dalton commended the school for giv- 
ing his class ‘‘a foundation upon which to 
build the future.’’ He also praised his 
class for its leadership abilities, noting

that the student government had left the 
high school a constitution—‘‘something 
to remember us by.” 

Upon entering high school, he said, stu- 
dents confront “‘fear in thoughts of the 
future—fear of the unknown; the uncer- 
tain....What if I can’t find my class?’ 
‘What if a big, bad senior steps on my 
face and eats me for lunch?’.” He com- 
mended the faculty for helping to reduce 
many anxieties students face. As for 
those that remain, Dalton said, ‘‘As we 
move into our future, our education has 
taught us that these fears are not a deter- 
rent, but a challenge.”’ 

For the two young speakers who fol- 
lowed Dalton at the podium, the anxiety 
of entering a new way of life had been 
especially poignant. Karin Beitler, an 
American Field Service exchange stu- 
dent from Austria, presented a minia- 
ture version of her country’s flag to the 
school’s principal, Mary Athey Jennings, 
with the words, ‘‘It was a great year. It 
hasn’t been easy at times, but I have en- 
joyed it.” 

The next speaker, Jeannette Molina, 
came to Andover three years ago from 
Queens, N.Y. A participant in the A.B.C. 
(A Better Chance) program, which 
brings talented inner-city students into 
more college-oriented suburban schools, 
Molina was a member of the National 
Honor Society and had earned Honors 
every semester of her three years at 
Andover High School. 

Molina thanked the program’s staff 
and supporters for their efforts, time, fi- 
nancial aid and good wishes. Speaking 
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for herself and her two fellow A.B.C. 
classmates, she said, ‘‘We have learned 
much in our stay here, and we hope that, 
in return, we leave you with something 
of value.” 

In the spirit of tradition, Salutatorian 
Mark Marmer, class secretary/treasur- 
er, then presented the school with a gift 
from the class of ‘86: a rubber link mat, 
19 feet long and eight feet wide, to be 
placed in the school’s entryway. He de- 
scribed it: navy blue, embossed with a 
picture of a warrior and the words, 
“Andover High School Golden War- 
riors.’’ He added that it would be deliv- 
ered in five weeks or less, ‘‘making us 
the fastest class ever to have our gift ar- 
rive.” 

Principal Jennings thanked Marmer. 
“Your class always said it was going to 
clean up the school,’’ she quipped. ‘‘This 
is a positive step toward doing 
that...Thank you, Mark, for putting out 
the welcome mat.”’ 

Gillian Mahon, winner of the 1986 Gold- 
smith Award for excellence in writing 
and public speaking—given each year in 
memory of William Goldsmith, the first 
principal of Punchard High School— 
gave the class essay. The text of her ad- 
dress, ‘‘A Step Toward Tomorrow,” ap- 
pears elsewhere in this edition. 

Having duly commanded their parts in 
the ceremony, the graduates and their 
representatives then stepped aside and 
welcomed a speaker who had worn his 
own Andover High School cap and gown 
in 1961.

In introducing William Dalton to the 
assembly, School Superintendent Ken- 
neth Seifert called him a “‘home-grown”’ 
Andoverite and the author of ‘“‘an almost 
best seller called ‘The Local Touch’.” 
Dalton, he said, was ‘‘the Mark Twain of 
Andover.”’ 

Settled behind the podium, Dalton ex- 
pressed amusement about Seifert’s allu- 
sion to his being ‘“‘home-grown.”’ ‘‘That’s 
like a turnip, isn’t it?’’ he asked. 

He also informed the audience that he 
had good news and bad news. ‘‘The good 
news is, I have never made a speech that 
was more than 10 minutes long,”’ he said. 
‘“‘The bad news,”’ he added, ‘‘is that this 
is the exception.” 

In his address, Dalton speculated on 
the many sources of happiness and un- 
happiness to be found in life after grad- 
uation. 

He spoke of marriage, which he called 
“the most significant decision of your 
life,’ as spelling unhappiness for about 
half the people who enter it today—and 
great happiness for those who are willing 
to work at it. He urged the graduates to 
support their own future children as fully 
as they could. 

Dalton spoke of expectations, realistic 
and unrealistic, dryly alluding to the 
panic that the West Junior High School 
motto ‘‘Excellence in Everything,”’ em- 
bossed over the school’s door, could in- 
cite in a new student. 

In his own school career, he said, he 
found out that there were a number of 
subjects in which he would never be ex- 
cellent—such as geology, a course he 
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studied briefly during his years at the 
University of New Hampshire. 

In a lab, he recalled, his professor once 
asked him to identify a small, dark rock. 
Unable to think of the specimen’s proper 
name, Dalton said that he answered, 
“It’s a small, dark rock.’’ The professor 
later rewarded his lapse in excellence 
with one of the lowest grades he had 
given in a geology lab, he said. 

He urged the class to strive for excel- 
lence, not in everything, but in the things 
they did well—and to realize that some- 
times they were going to fail. 

Concerning their future employment, 
Dalton urged the graduates not to allow 
life to trap them in a job they do not like. 
If you find you don’t like what you’ve 
chosen, he told them, it is never too late 
to change. 

Also, said Dalton, money and tne goods 
it brings ‘‘are toys. Don’t be disap- 
pointed when they don’t give you happi- 
ness,” he said. ‘‘Happiness comes from 
somewhere else.”’ 

Dalton cited the unhappiness to be 
found in sabotaging one’s own health 
with alcohol, drugs, smoking and over- 
eating. He also spoke about the value of 
learning from the experience of others- 
but strictly as a starting point for devel- 
oping one’s own experience. 

As a plane circled overhead, pulling 
behind it the message ‘“‘Happy gradua- 
tion, Lissa. Love always, Tom,”’ Dalton 
concluded with a quotation from Shake- 
speare’s ‘‘Hamlet’’: ‘‘This above all else, 
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to thine own self be true...’’ He urged his 
young audience to use their intellects to 
find and follow the truth—which would 
make it impossible to be false to others. 

Afterwards, Principal Jennings pre- 
sented the new graduates who, she said, 
‘today become part of the history and 
tradition of Andover High School.” Lead 
by Class Marshals Susan Sofia (valedic- 
torian) and Mark Marmer (salutatori- 
an), the graduates marched to the 
podium as Christine Scanlon and Law- 
rence Aiello, Jr., announced their 
names. 

Parents, their shoulders criss-crossed 
with straps attached to cameras of every 
description, from pocket models to vi- 
deotape machines, crowded the fence 
surrounding the field. They edged in, 
dropped to their knees, or stood on tip- 
toe, poised to preserve the moment when 
a son or a daughter reached out to take 
his or her diploma from the hand of a 
school committee member. 

Each name was met with with fervent 
applause—and some, with whoops and 
earsplitting whistles. ‘“‘Look—her dad 
gave her her diploma,” remarked a 
woman in the stands, as Mary Robb 
hugged her school committee presentor, 
Donald Robb. In turn, Cheryl Giammus- 
so received her own diploma—and hug— 
from her father, Chairman Michael 
Giammusso. 

When, at last, each of the new grad- 
uates had his or her diploma in hand and 
was once again seated, the Rev. Dirkje 
Legerstee, West Parish Church’s asso- 
ciate minister, gave the traditional ben- 
ediction. To the admonition that the Lord 
‘“give you peace,’’ she added, “‘and make 
you peacemakers.” 

It was over. Pandemonium broke loose 
on the field, as the graduates who had, 
not long ago, been seniors sailed their 
mortarboards and cheered. Parents

askew, were whisked along with the 
crowd at knee- and waist-level. A few 
found themselves momentarily lost. 
With tears and laughter, the class of 1986 
were welcomed to the world beyond the 
first hurdle by those who had helped pull 
them to the other side.
